But James Freed, national 
executive secretary of the 
Patriotic Party, also found 



support from the audience 
when he said, "I can't see 
that I personally or any of 
you people personally are re- 
sponsible for the ghettoes. 

"Some effort should be 
taken on the part of the 
people of the ghettoes to 
clean up their own yard," he 
said. **I have to clean up my 
own." 

"After 300 years of op- 
pression," Oraig sadi, "is it 
fair to say to Negroes, 'Okay 
we're even; let's start from 
here.' " 

George Kindred, head of 
the Patriotic Party in Michi- 
gan, said that Negro upris- 
ings were caused by com- 



munist agitators. It was, he 
stated, "part of a deliberate 
program to drive America to 
communist dictatorship. 

"Negroes are being used 
as cannon fodder," Kindred 
said, "to tie up the nation 
with executive orders." He 
warned the audience, that 
unless they .acted, they 
would end up in a dictator- 
ship ruled under the United 
Nations. 

Pointing to the complexity 
of the problems, Craig said, 
"It saddens me deeply to see 
people wrap themselves in 
the American flag and offer 
simplistic solutions to com- 
plex problems."

RE: DUTY & HONOR 

When the Minutemen were first organized, their objective was to "prepare 
for the day when Americans will once again fight in the streets for their 
lives and their liberty. " During these years of preparation, thousands 
joined. Most stayed and worked with the organization, some became "drop- 
outs", and others left because they felt the organization was not suffici- 
ently disciplined and aggressive. Everyone did pretty much as he pleased. 

During these years the administration of the organization was, to a large 
degree, delegated by the Executive Council to Robert B. DePugh, our Nation- 
al Coordinator. Because of his strong belief in individual freedom and his 
belief that members would do their duty voluntarily* he felt that an auth- 
oritarian type organization was not required among .people who professed 
dedication to the cause of freedom. Mr. DePugh consistently refused to be 
tempted into imposing his will on the members. It was his opinion at the 
time that "The Minutemen must be an organization of cooperating individuals 1 . 1 

Of course, in times of emergency, for the nation, or the organization it- 
self, we are all in agreement that a strong chain of command, stricter dis- 
cipline, and respect for authority at each level are prerquisites for ef- 
ficiency and security. 

It is not easy for either an organization or an individual to switch instan- 
taneously from an entirely voluntary concept to ^situ^iqnjrequiring__^^ 
^ary Obediehc^e." ~^A1 though* Boi^^m^y^f e^eX^the time Eas^stiXl hot arrived when ^ 
we need rigid discipline, we must begin making this transition so that we 
can become accustomed to the type of discipline which is absolutely ess ent- 
ial for success in combat operations. Indeed, where, the security of the 
organization is concerned, the situation is already such as to require this 
high standard of duty and discipline. 

The time for preparation is drawing to a close. The coming months promise 
to brings the darkest days our nation has ever seen. In these black times, 
we Minutemen must be ready to rekindle the torch of liberty, to hold it 
high, and defend it to the death. ••••of the last traitor! 

Victory will not come easy. "To trust in the justice of our cause without 

our own utmost exertion would be tempting Providence*" We must focus our 

strict attention on our duties. Our plan must always be: duty now; self 
later. 

"Duty, honor, country: Those three hallowed words reverently dictate what 
you ought to be, what you can be, what you will be. They are your rally- 
ing point to build courage when courage seems to fail, to regain faith when 
there seems to be little cause for faith, to create hope when hope becomes 
forlorn." 

Duty, honor, country: these three words " build your basic character. They 
mold you for your future roles as the custodians of the nation's defense. 
They make you strong enough to know when you are weak, and brave, enough to 
face yourself when you are afraid. 

"They teach you to be proud and unbending in honest failure, but humble and 
gentle in success; not to subsitute words for actions, nor to seek the path 
of comfort, but to face the stress and spur of difficulty and challenge; to 
learn to stand up in the storm, but to have compassion on those who fall; 
to master yourself before you seek to master others; to have a heart that 
is clean, a goal that is high. 

"Tours is the profession of arms, the will to win, the sure knowledge that 
in war there is no substitute for victory, that if you lose, the nation will 
be destroyed, that the very obsession of your public service must be duty, 
honor, country." (cont. on page 6) 
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Webster reminds us that duty is "obligatory service, that which one is 
. bound to do." 

The high standard of duty we are striving for evolves most naturally from 
a. strong personal devotion to the cause of freedom* This devotion, this 
determination to remain faithful to the Christian and Constitutional prin- 
ciples that have made America the greatest of free nations, demands sacri- 
fice • Indeed, self-denial of material pleasures in the midst of their 
greatest abundance; unswerving loyalty to principles of freedom no longer 
understood and cherished by the masses; Herculean efforts to do the right 
thing, because it is the only honorable course; these may constitute a 
stronger challenge to each of us individually than we may ever face in com- 
bat* Each of us must win this battle within ourselves before we can effect- 
ively combat the socialist enemies*

The "Minutemen" was organized in June, 1960. Its 
present headquarters are Nor borne, Missouri, and Robert B„ DePugh, 
Norborne, Missouri, is the national coordinator. Statements 
by DePugh and literature distributed by the organization in the 
past indicated its purpose to be the resistance to, and exposure 
of, the spread of Communist influence within the United States; 
for the formation of a guerrilla or underground organization to 
combat the troops of any foreign powers which might eventually 
occupy this country; and resist passage of laws which would regulate 
private ownership of firearms. 

The Kansas City Star Newspaper, Kansas City, Missouri, 
has on numerous occasions, carried various articles concerning 
DePugh and the "Minutemen", wherein it was stated that members of 
the organization participate in maneuvers utilizing guerrilla 
tactics with machine guns, mortars, grenades, and other firearms. 

DePugh has publicly stated on numerous occasions that 
the "Minutemen" as an organization does not buy or store arms or 
ammunition; however, the individual members of the organization 
maintain arms and ammunition, which is their constitutional right. 

"Minutemen" literature mailed to members in the past 
has furnished instructions in the use of explosives and has also 
given details for the making of explosive compounds from such 
readily .accessible ingredients as a common fertilizer, ammonium 
nitrate.

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IV. DEFENSE SURVIVAL FORCES (DSF) 

VINCENT PAUL DE PALMA, above, when interviewed in 
April, 1968, advised that when he was sworn into the Minutemen 
organisation in Connecticut, he was told to purchase a uniform 
which consisted of a set of military-type fatigues, combat boots 
and a green beret* He was also told that he would have to 
purchase shoulder patches which set forth the identity of the 
group as DSF* DE PALMA stated that DSF was a cover name for the 
actual Minutemen operation in the State of Connecticut* Re- 
stated he was also told that he was never to mention the organi- 
zation Minutemen SEd that if he were asked about Minutemen, he 
was to point out that although the program of the DSF might 
appear to be similar to the program of Minutemen, he was to 
emphatically, deny affiliation with Minutemen and insist that the 
organization he belonged to was the DSF* 

- * On June 13, 1968, NH T-l advised that the letters 
DSF. stood*'. for Defense Survival Forces and that the DSF in the 
State of Connecticut v/as an actual cover operation or cover name 
for actual Minutemen operations. 

V. FINANCES 

NH T-l advised on June 13, 1968, each member of the 
organization Minutemen was assessed a total of $6 in monthly 
dues.

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rifles "for which each member would have to pay $6. NH T-l 
advised that the rifles were not described any furthjr nor was 
it stated where these rifles would be obtained. 

NH T-2 advised on January 22, 1968, that on January 21, 
1968, a group of Minutemen in Connecticut held a firearms training 
session at Killingworth, Connecticut. 

NH T-2 stated that one of the members who took part in 
this training session had at least 2000 rounds of ammunition 
with him when he arrived, which consisted of an assortment, of 
22 caliber and 30 caliber ammunition* He also advised that other 
members, who appeared at this training session were in possession 
of 30 caliber rifles both Endfield and Mauser. NH T-2 also advised 
that one of the members had in his possession a new Armalite Explorer 
22 caliber rifle. NH T-2 advised that one of the members who . 
appeared at this firearms training session had in his possession 
\foat NH T-2 described as being two homemade hombs. NH T~2 stated 
that these bombs were made from vegetable-type tin cans, filled 
with black powder and sealed at the open esgd with some kind of 
hard substance I-- NE T-2 stated that these, bpmbs were fired at .with 
rifles at a distance of approximately 75 if^fe'ds in an attempt' to 
ignite them; however, only one of them actually did ignite.

The dates of these sessions were 
given as' June "2-12, 1968; June 15-25, 1968; and July 2-12, 1968. 
NH T-2 advised that the location of these training sessions had 
not yet been announced.

a fire bomb but that it was only three quarters complete. NH 
T~2 advised that this member stated that he was trying to make 
a fire bomb which would be self-igniting; however, he did not 
have the necessary chemicals to. complete it. 

On April 16, 1968, the Connecticut State Police (CSP) 
advised that they were currently conducting an investigation 
concerning the theft of 37 cases of dynamite from a dynamite shed 
located in the rural area of Windham, Connecticut. The CSP 
advised that this theft was reported on April 10, 1968, and that 
the dynamite in question consisted of 3700 sticks of dynamite 
which was the property of the Hurley Grant Company of Willimantic, 
Connecticut, a distributor of dynamite. The CSP further advised 
that the stolen dynamite had been described as being 40 per cent 
gelatin and that the sticks were \\ inches in diameter by 8 inches 
in length. The sticks were described as being of brown wrap.

As reported previously in this report, VINCENT PAUL 
DE PALMA who was interviewed in April of 1968, advised that the 
Patriotic Party was defunct. 

On June 13, 1968, NH T~l also advised that the Patriotic 
Party was a dead issue and rarely, if ever, was mentioned 
in Minutemen circles. 

IX. CONNECTIONS WITH THE UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA (UKA) 

Characterizations of the UKA and Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan and also of the -United Klanp of America. Inc., 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, State of Connecticut Branch, 
appears in the Appendix. 

NH T-2 advised on February 15, 1968, that 'several Minutemen

According to NH T-2, the purpose of this meeting 
was an attempt on the part of the Klan to gain support from 
the Minutemen in connection with activities of the Klan in 
Connecticut , particularly in reference to the passing out of 
Klan literature.

A"..- Receipt of Anonymous Threatening Messages 
from Minutemen by Residents in State of

During the period March through May of 1968, approximately 
25 individuals who were either residents or former residents in the 
State of Connecticut reported receiving anonymous letters or 
messages through the mail which enclosed a sticker or printed label 
approximately 2.\ by 4 inches in size which were addressed to 
"Traitors Beware! 1 Following this salutation was the following: 

"See the old man at the corner where you buy 
your papers? He may have a silencer equipped 
pistol under his coat. That extra fountain 
pen in the pocket of the insurance salesman 
who calls on- you might be a cyanide gas gun. 
What about your milk man? Arsenic works slow 
but sure. Your auto mechanic may stay up 
nights studying booby traps. These patriots 
are not going to let you take their freedom 
away from them. They have learned the silent 
knife, the strangler's cord, the target rifle 
that hits sparrows at 200 yards. Traitors 
beware. Even now the cross hairs are on the 
back of your necks.

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■ The majority of recipients of the above-described 
Minutemen messages advised that they had been active in the 
political campaign of U.S. Senator EUGENE MC CARTHY for .Preside! t. 
Other individuals who had received such messages advised that they 
had been active in the peace movement and also draft counseling. 

On March 29, 1968, Honorable JON 0. NEWMAN, United 
States Attorney, District of Connecticut, advised that as a result 
of newspaper publicity with regard to Minutemen messages being 
received by MC CARTHY for President workers, it was possible that 
a conspiracy to interfere with an individual's free right to vote 
had been committed. Mr. NEWMAN stated that in view of this, a 
possible violation of the civil rights statute under Txtle 18, 
Section 241 U.S. Code had been committed.

was interviewed by 



Special Agents of the FBI concerning any Knowledge he might have 
concerning the mailing of such messages by members of Minutemen. 
HART advised at that time that he. knew nothing concerning these 
threats and that he had no 'knowledge of any member of Minutemen 
mailing such threats to r esidents of Connecticut. He advised that 
he was familiar* with the type of Minutemen literature or sticker 
which these people, were receiving and that such Minutemen literature 
or material was easily obtainable by anyone either who was affiliated 
with Minutemen or. not. He pointed out that all a person had to do 
to obtain such literature was to mail a request to Post Office 
Box 78, Norborne, Missouri, and that such was available in packets 
of 200 for the price of $1. He stated that be, himself, has been in 
possession of such stickers in the past and that he had made such 
literature available to v/hat he described as "our sister groups" 
and which he identified as being the "Birchers" and the "Kluxers." 

VINCENT PAUL DE PALMA when interviewed in April, 1968, 
pointed out that he was aware of Minutemen stickers which individual 
members of the organization would place about in public places. 
He stated, however, that he had never known of any such stickers 
being mailed by members of the organization Minutemen. He stated at 
that time that the purpose' of such stickers which bear the caption 
"Traitors Beware" was meant solely for the purpose of ci eating 
terror .

On April 2, 1968, NH T-l advised that at a recent meeting 
of Minutemen i-t had generally been discussed by those in attendance 
the recent newspaper publicity concerning, the receipt of

at this meeting expressed any knowledge or participation in the 
mailing of these threats. 

To date no identification has been effected concerning 
the senders of the above-described anonymous Minutemen threats.

Robert B. IDePugh, 
Nor borne, Missouri, has* been publicly identified as th© 
National Coordinator of the organization. JDeFugh has stated , 
the member &hip of th© "Hiauteaten" to be ia excess of 35,000 
members, however, confidential sources state this figure is 
greatly exaggerated and that a more true estimate syould be 
between 800 sad 2,000 members. Statements by DePugh and 
literature distributed by the organisation indicate its pur~ 
pose to be th© resistance to, and exposure of, the spread of 
Communist influence within 'the United States; for the for- 
mation of a guerrilla or minder ground organisation to combat 
the troops of any foreign powers ^?hich might eventually occupy 
this country | and resist passage of laws which would regulate 
private ownership of firearms.'""; 

The Kansas City .Star newspaper has on numberous occasions con- 
tained articles concerning the "Hinuteiaexi" , wherein it ^as 
stated that members of the organisation participate In maneuvers 
ut Hissing guerrilla tactics with machine guns, mortars, grenades, 
and other firearms. DePugh has publicly stated the ,0 Minutemen" 
as an organisation does not buy or store arms ©rammuaition;

This slogan, 'support your local police*, originated with the 
Minuternen organization and has been widely copied by other patriotic 
organizations. 

Some people who read this slogan assume that we mean citizens 
* should support their local police forces in their fight against crime, riots, 
etc. This is only part of it. Our slogan 'support your local police*, has 
. a much greater significance. 

Throughout history, dictatorships of all types have found it 
helpful to maintain powerful national police^ agencies (for example the 
gestapo, GPU, NKVD, etc.) to maintain control over their own people. 
Even in the most brazen dictatorships such organizations always pretend 
to their own citizens that they are 'fighting crime* and 'protecting the 
■ security of the country*. Their true purpose of course, is to destroy anyone 
who objects to 'the regime in power or who might pose a possible threat 
to the continued rule of the dictator." 

As the communists have taken over several other countries in the 
past, they have used riots and propaganda campaigns charging police 
brutality as a means of (first) reducing the effectiveness of local police 
forces and (second) of creating or expanding national police agencies 
that are fully controlled by the central government. This same familiar * 
pattern is now taking place here in the United States. 

^The 'President's commission on crime' has Recommended the 
" formation of a gigantic 'national' police force, expanding the FBI, ATTU 
and the creation of a special 'anti-riot* task force of federal agents. 

Those who are familiar with the traditional pattern 'of communist 
conquest from within view these steps with alarm. We predict that once 
. this great federal police power exists it will be used seldom, if ever, for 
its supposed purpose. Instead, it will be used by hidden communists with- 
in our own federal bureaucracy to harass loyal citizens that try to stem the 
continued growth of the socialistic dictatorial bureaucracy within our own 
' nation. 

One way that the average citizen can help prevent this tragedy 
is to provide adequate tax revenues at the local level to finance efficient 
city, county and state police forces. It is far better to support adequately 
paid, trained and equipped local police forces than to encourage further 
-growth of federal bureaucratic power. 

The ultimate responsibility of your local police force is the de- 
fense and protection of the citizens within its jurisdiction.

Firearms Control in the United States: 

The Position of the National Police Officers Association of America 

by Frank J. Schira, President 



faj very year two opposing forces meet in the legis- 
latures of our nation's states and in our capitol to 
ponder the question of firearms control. By control I 
mean the power to determine who shall Jiave the right 
to purchase handguns and rifles. In turn, we are ashed 
to state our position in the matter as a representative 
of thousands of law enforcement officers throughout 
the United States. 

We have given the matter considerable thought. We 
have heard and read many views on the subject 

Some of the proposals are to restrict the purchase of 
handguns (such as revolvers) to police officers and 
such persons as licensed by the police department. The 
latter would involve a check into the character of each 
person making such a purchase and is intended to place 
firearms in the hands of good and honest citizens. In 
many cities and states such a system exists to one de- 
gree or another. The laws vary so much, however, that 
the citizen hesitates when he travels to another state 
to carry his firearm. 

Another proposal is the registration of firearms (in 
some cities this is a voluntary program). This gives the 
police a record of the weapons purchased and to whom 
they were sold. 

Advocates of stronger laws would abolish the right 
of citizens to have firearms at all and limit their use 
to police officers. On the other hand such organizations 
as the National Rifle Association advocate the right 
of the individual to "bear arms" as a guarantee of the 
Constitution. Others say that it's plain foolish to limit 
the use and purchase of firearms to policemen as a 
means to reduce violent deaths and accessibility of 
firearms to criminals. If a man wants a gun to use for 
a crime, a law against having a gun is not enough to 
deter him from its use or availability through under- 
world sources. 



Without appearing to sit on a fence we feel that an 
American citizen of voting age and of good character 
should have the right to purchase without restriction " a 
handgun, pistol, revolver, rifle, shotgun, or a like item 
without interference by a government body. A record 
of the purchased, the serial number, its intended use, 
and perhaps a test bullet from the weapon might be 
required for the police department as an aid in solving 
any crimes that might be traced to the firearm .in the 
future. But to place the purchase of firearms in the 
hands of one official would give cause in some cases 
to abuse. 

The history of our nation has been written by volun- 
teer militia who relied on their own weapons. The pro- 
fessional soldiers are so few in number that of necessity 
they must depend on trained volunteers who are cap- 
able of handling firearms. Even today with the threat 
of gigantic H-Bombs, the knowledge that millions of 
firearms of all sizes aje stored in homes throughout the 
United States might/ *ell discourage an aggressor from 
our shores. It would* be the means of fighting back by 
the civilian population in ,time of war or invasion. 

We have thousands updn thousands of gun clubs and 
sporting groups throughout the United States. These, 
men and women in the last few years have strengthened 
their programs to teach gun safety to the youth of 
America. For every criminal that uses a gun to rob and 
kill, we have ten times that number of armed citizens 
who are able to assist the police in capturing these 
potential killers because they are armed. 

Let's not tie red tape around the hammer of the 
handgun and restrict good men and women from own- 
ing firearms. We must keep American strong in every 
way and to take away the heritage of the "Minuteman* 
by such laws is foolish and an aid to the enemy we are 
fighting daily in our war against crime.

What Have the Minutemen Accomplished? 

This is a question we often hear from our own members as well as from other con- 
servatives. What do we really have to show for seven years' effort? What has been 
accomplished by all the work and sacrifices made by our own members and by the con- 
tributions of our many friends? 

. There are times when even our most dedicated and hardest working' members must 
wonder if their efforts are not in vain. The task we face is so great and what we 
can docach day seems so small. Have we" done anything at all that has actually been 
affective in the fight against communism? 

The truth is that we have accomplished a great deal!. , - * 

As in any underground organization, many important accomplishments cannot be dis- 
cussed m definite terms— membership lists that have disappeared out of various 
:ommumst headquarters,— enemy plans that accidently went astray,-- executive positions 
•n the enemy apparatus now held by secret members of the Minutemen. 

There are many less exciting but equally important accomplishments which we can ■ 
iscuss and which are easily overlooked. For the morale of our own members and for the ' • L 
tontmued support of other conservatives, it is important that we occasionally review ' 
:hese accomplishments. We must remind ourselves from time to time of their true 
mportance. 

1. We have built a 'close-knit organization of several thousand members. 'This' ^ 
s the most often overlooked of our accomplishments but "it is by far the most im- 
ortant. Those who have not gone through it can hardly imagine the time, money, 
ffort, tact, persuasion and patience required to build such an organization-- starting 
ithnothing and hampered every step of the way. Each and every member of this organ- 
zation represents a separate accomplishment by someone, who printed a leaflet, put 
P a poster, recruited a friend, or mailed a letter. " 

Our enemies have tried to destroy the organization by every means: by infiltration, 
y bad publicity, by rumor campaigns against its leaders,' by legal persecution. The 
ery fact that the organization still survives and continues to grow is an' accomplish- '" 
ent that few people can fully appreciate. 

2. -We have weeded out several hundred "sunshine patriots". Such people have 
aen merely a nuisance in the past but in time of crisis they could be a danger to

Although it might seem logical to screen these people, out before they join the 
rganization, this is not always practical. There are many situations in which the 
nly way to test a person completely is to actually try them out. 

Just as it requires time and effort to bring new people into the organization, 
: also requires time and effort to weed' out those who can't take the pressure. ' 
>th tasks are equally important in the building of a strong organization, v 

3. We have identified many professional" infiltrators and have passed their 
ientities on to other conservative organisations so they' could be on their °uard 
[ainst these agents. ■ ° 



. ♦ b. The word, "Minutemen" had. once become little "more than a faint echo of past 
history. Now it has once again -become a familiar term. Who can say how far reach- 
ing the subtle effects may be of having this, one word re-introduced into common usage

7, We have, by long years of trial and error, developed a new concept of total 
resistance suitable to the peculiar characteristics of this nation and its people-- 
a unique form of civilian defense that offers a real possibility of saving our nation 
from communism where no hope existed before. 

1 While the bureaucratic dictatorship in Washington, D.C. has tried to dis- 
guise itself as a benign welfare state, the mere 'presence of the Minutemen organi- 
zation has provoked, it into showing its r$al nature to thousands of other citizens

NEW LITERATURE SOON, As a Network Director > I have just received advance 
samples of several new pieces "of organizational literature* This is really quality 
J printing which will give everyone who sees it a good impression of the Minutemen 
organization. Our general membership will soon be receiving samples also from national 
headquarters with an order form by which you can receive additional supplies. 

IN CASE OF RIOTS. Martin Luther King, Jr. recently said that 10 major cities 
-.would soon experience riots far worse than anything we have seen so far. 

At this time it seems advisable to repeat the thinking and policy of the 
national organization so far as these conflicts, are concerned* 

(a) Race riots are an obvious danger to lives and' property in the areas involved 
but they do not constitute any real threat to the national security. 

(b) For the Minutemen to become involved in these conflicts would further 
identify our membership, woul,d" compromise our security and waste ammunition. We 

L * f woxrld simply complicate the situation for the regular police forces and probably 
hinder them more, than we would help. 

(c) Members who live in areas. where race riots are likely should make prepara- 
tions to quicjkly evacuate their families to safer localities at the first sign of. 
trouble, 

(d) Members living outside of the areas of conflict should not enter such areas 
unless absolutely 'necessary to rescue some other member who may be in serious danger, 

(e) No member is to become involved in any type of x-ac.ial violence except as. 
a very last resort to save himself or those in his immediate vicinity from physical, 
harm. ' r • -< ■ 

This policy is ^believed to be in the best interests of the organization in, 
"helping to achieve its ultimate objectives. 
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JANUARY BULLETIN 

We have several important Items to bring to our members 1 attention this month 
and with the new postage rate in effect, we will try to be as brief as possible. 

Item 1, First, we want to thank those of you who sent the many wonderful 
Christmas cards which we received this year. 

December was an especially good month for those of us who work at National Head- 
quarters. For the first time in many months we had enough money come in to operate 
with real efficiency. For quite a while we had been operating on a day to day basis. 
We had been so far behind in paying our utility bill that we could never know when 
the lights, gas, water or phone might be shut off. 

It T s a wonderful feeling to have the material available to work effectively 
and I hope that our members will continue to send in enough extra contributions to 
maintain this state of affairs. - . ' 

Item 2, We are continuing our extensive reorganization. 

For several months we have been gradually changing our organizational pattern 
from a series of para-military bands into a large number of resistance networks. 
This has been done because we feel that the resistance type organization more 
closely meets our requirements under the present circumstances in which we have to 
operate. 

So far, about 2,000 networks have been set up. 'Not all of these networks are 
fully operational and there are still additional "members as yet unassigned. Still, ' 
this work is progressing in a satisfactory manner and when ir*s complete, it should 
result in much closer contact between individual members whi^le preserving the 
necessary security. j 

The upper areas of our organization are also being reorganized for -greater 
efficiency. As originally planned, each member of the Executive Council had a 
specific area- of responsibility. During the intervening years, three members of the 
council have died and the division of labor has been neglected. At a secret meeting 
held recently, three new people were elected to the executive council after having 
been selected from among our most dependable area coordinators. 

Now we have once again divided our work into ten separate departments~with 
one member of the Executive Council responsible for each department. To assist 
in filing and communication, new identification numbers have been assigned to each 
council member and to the department they represent as follows:

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Jtem 3. It is still impossible to 'know what the f :inal outcome may be of the 
legal cases now pending against the National Coordinate^ and certain other organi- 
zational leaders. The present situation is this: Thef e men have beea convicted 
and presently face penitentiary sentences of from two t° four years each. All of 
those sentences have been appealed and all are out on p 0110 * We are n °w waiting a 
decision from the district court as to whether or not < a new trial will be granted-. 

If a new trial is granted, then we will, in effect* start the legal battle all 
over but with a new deck of cards. If this appeal is turned down, then a further 
appeal will be made to the United States Supreme Court* 

The time required for all these legal maneuvers w in probably extend up to or 
past the time of the 1968 elections. As that time app roaches > V7e can determine 
further how the national organization will be effected* 

This continued legal effort depends, of course, d n the continued financial 
support of our members. It is very expensive but we f !eel worthwhile to exhaust every 
possible legal maneuver to keep three important leader s °f the organization free and 
active in their present duties. 

Item 4. During the past few months we have recef* ved a record number of new 
membership applications. In many a'reas the processing of these new members is far 
behind schedule. This bulletin* (or copies of it) wil?- be received by many new ' , 
members who have not heard from us before. From thesr people we ask continued patience 
so that you may be contacted in another manner as soor" 1 as possible. 

Item 5. It is very important that all communica£ ions to National Headquarters 
include your identification number. We have many thoP san( ^ of membership files 
divided up among several secret locations. All of th em are listed by number and not 
by name. If we receive a letter that does not have a n identification number (or has 
the number given incorrectly) it is almost impossible Eor us to locate that member's 
file. 

Every week we get letter's from people asking why the y have not y et received „ 
some material that they ordered. When we check into ic we usually find that their 
original order t did not include their correct I,D. Nun lber < For example, we are still 
holding several sets of M.G. Plans because we can't f ind the Proper address to send 
them. 

If you are not certain of your I.D. No. please v v ' rite giving the approximate date 
you joined the organization and to what address your application was submitted. 

Item 6. A considerable number of new pieces of literature is now in preparation. 
Samples will be sent to all members in a special bul ietin froiil our new 
Director of Propaganda in a few days. 

Item 7. A third edition of Blueprint for Victo^ wil1 be available soon. 
This new edition has additional material and resisio ns emphasizing the concept of 
total resistance and outlining the future plans for combined political-military 
resistance to the forces of tyranny.

Here too, the number of students already waiting for our 1963 summer sessions 
is approaching the maximum number we can have. Preference will continue to be given 
to younger members who are planning to return to college in the fall or those who 
seek full time employment with the Minutemen organization.

' y . -. • The records of the Secretary of State, State* of 
Mississippi, Jackson, Mississippi, reflect that the Americans 
for the Preservation of the White Race was granted a charter 
of incorporation on June 25, 1963, at Jackson, Mississippi 
According to the charter of incorporation, this organization 
was formed for bettering the conditions and improving the 
welfare of the white race and to insure peaceful coexistence 
between the races- of the South, maintaining law and order at 
all times and to provide for the general welfare of the physical, 
mental and moral condition of mankind, and to promote the 
cultural, social, literary, and mental welfare of its members c 

A source advised on August 25, 1967, that, the APWR 
is not dominated, controlled, or directed by any Klan organic 
zat'ion and does not" advocate or engage in violence / Many of 
the members of the APWR belong to the various Ku Klux Klari 
organizations; however, only one of the national officers of 
the APWR is known to be a member of any^ Ku Klux Klan organi~ 
sat ion o * No Ku Klux Klan organizational funds are designated 
or used by the APWR. 

This source' advised that the APWR is primarily 
concerned with providing separate educational facilities for 
the white children of Mississippi and is engaged in various * 
money~raising projects for this purpose , as well as actively 
attempting to nominate and support candidates for state offices 
who are sympathetic to their cause This source also noted, 
that members of the Ku Klux Klan support the APWR by engaging " "* 
in the money r raising activities. I I Natchez,

firearms' 1 . An inventory of firearms seized ,as a result of 
these arrests included 115 rifles, 26 handguns, 8 automatic 
weapons, 3 bazookas, 2 mortars, 1 anti-tank gun and an un- 
known quantity of ammunition. 

In April, 1966, DePugh stated" the "Minutemen" 
organization was then dividing itself into two bodies: ; One 
group to be members who have been able to maintain their' 
identity in complete secrecy from the public and government 
investigative agencies, and the other group to be made up of 
members who have been publicly identified and who will become 
active in the Patriotic Party. The first group will go 
completely^ underground and will continue to emphasize intel- 
ligence activities and resistance warfare training programs. 
-The first national convention of the Patriotic Party was held 
July 3 and 4, 1966, at Kansas City, Missouri, with DePugh 
acting as chairman. About 300 individuals attended this 
convention. -The second annual convention of the Patriotic- 
Party was held July 2, 3, and 4, 1967, Kansas City, Kansas, 
with approximately 240 persons attending. DePugh resigned 
as National Chairman at the convention; however, he stated he 
would continue in an advisory capacity. The delegates,, at 
DePugh 1 s urging, endorsed former governor of Alabama, George 
Wallace and William Penn Patrick, millionaire cosmetics 
manufacturer of San Rafael, California, 'as president and 
vice-president candidates in the 1968 elections.

UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC., 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UKA) 



Records of Superior Court of Fulton County , Georgia, 
reflect that this Klan organization was granted a corporate . 
charter on February, 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the 
name United Klans, Knights of. the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split- in the U, S* Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the soured, 
the split resulted from a leadership dispute and United 
Klans has the same aims and objectives as the parent group. 
These are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, and 
segregation of the races* 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc e , merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan.' The merged organization established 
headquarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. (The organization is directed ^by ROBERT SHELTON, 
Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group, in the 
South, with Units in several Southern states.) 

Second source advised that at a meeting in 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on May 25, 1966, that the UKA 
is currently an active organization, with Klaverns in several 
states. This source said that ROBERT M. SHELTON is the 
Imperial Wizard of this organization and was elected to this 
.position on September 5, 1964, at a National Klonvocation in 
Birmingham, Alabama. Source stated that during April, 1966, 
the National office was moved from Suite 401, Alston Building, 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama, to the carport of SHELTON 1 s residence,

"A source advised that on February 15, 1964, 
approximately 200 members of the Original Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan from the State of Mississippi met at Brook- 
.haven, Mississippi. - Those present decided to defect from 
the Original Knights and to form their own Klan group in 
Mississippi to be known as the .White Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of Mississippi. - ■. 

This source advised .that . the aims and purposes of 
the WKKKKOM are "to preserve Christian civilization, protect 
and promote white supremacy and the segregation of the races, 
to fight Communism and to extend the dignity, heritage, and 
rights of the white race of America, - •- ■.— ■.. 

The. same source advised .on Aug\ist//25-, 1967, that 
the WKKKKOM is an unincorporated, secret "organization 
existing in the State of Mississippi and formed' for. the 
sole purpose of preserving white supremacy regardless* of the 
cost and including the use of force and violence. The official 
constitution and other directives of the organization do not/' 
openly advocate the use of force or violence; however, it is 
generally conceded among the members that in the end force 
and violence will be the salvation of the white man regarding 
his relationship with the Negro race/ The WKKKKOM is con- 
trolled by the Imperial Wizard and state officers. The' 
■ state is divided into districts and provinces. There is an. 
estimated membership asof August "25, 1967, of 400 to 600 
dues -paying members of this organization. The aims arid pur- 
poses of the organization continue to be the same as when the 
organization was created in February, 1964.

At this time the PP of Illinois was 
organised with Wilred Wagher, Oneida, Illinois, as State 
Chairman* The first and organisational meeting of this group 
was held in September, 1967, at Joliet, Illinois Monthly 
meetings were held thereafter at Harvey, Illinois. Between 
,20 and 30 persons have attended these monthly meetings* Most 
of the discussion has concerned finances and proposed political 
action o At the March, 1968, meeting one of the officers told 
the group that the PP and the Minutemen were synonymous . The 
PP of Illinois has no office or publication. 

This source advised that Minutemen activity in the 
Chicago area is reportedly confined to one or two small groups 
.who meet to engage in Minutemen training as proposed by the 
national organization. 

A third source advised in April, 1968, that many of 
the persons in the Chicago area who have previously indicated 
an interest in the Minutemen have shown no desire to continue 
their Minutemen membership.
